Finch said last week that the 
loan was received not from 
Hughes or his company, but 
from Frank J. Waters, a Cali-

Finch said yesterday he really 
did not know anything about 
the loan when asked for com- 
ment last week, but was in- 
formed by Donald Nixon’s law- 
yer, Tom Bewley of Whittier, 
Calif., that the money came 
from Waters. 


Meanwhile, in Los Angeles, 
columnist Drew Pearson pro- 
posed a congressional investiga- 
tion of the loan. He told a 
press conference that he con- 
sidered it apparent the Vice 
President knew of the trans- 
action.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 
1— Howard Green, Canadian 
| Foreign Minister, urged the 
United Nations Political Com- 
mittee today to establish a: sub- 
sidiary' committee of smaller, 
non-nuclear nations, to deter- 
mine how the major powers, with 
atomic riches, might resume 
negotiations to attain general 

and complete disarmament. 

A resolution to that end was 
submitted by Canada, Norway 
and Sweden, 

In its preamble, the resolu- 
tion recognized that the “‘main 
résponsib ility for negotiating 
agreement rests on the military 
nuclear powers,” but added that 
“other states also have the 
deepest interest in assisting ta 
the end that disarmament nego- 
tiations Yan be vigorously and 
seriously pursued.”’ 

Reaffirming that responsibility 
for arms reduction rested finally 
with the U.N. but admitting the 
need for individual discussions 
among governments possessing” 
greatest armaments, the docu- 
ment set forth that the proposed — 
committee of smaller nations 
might help establish the impor- 
tant questions of principles and 
air various~ suggestions to aid 
negotiators. 

Russians Walked Out. v 

A 10-nation committee, equal- 
ly balanced between East and 
West, met for months at Geneva 
without result. The sessions 
were terminated by a Russian 
walkout. 

The U.N, disarmament com- 
mittee, now composed of all 99 
governments in the U.N., has 
taken-" no action for about a 
year. The proposed committee 
should consult with the Big 
Four powers, the resolution set 
forth, 

The committee should be se- 
lected from a limited number of 
U.N. members, the resolution 
stated. Green, in his sponsoring 
address, said the group should 
be selétted by the Disarmament 
Committee with a view to car- 
rying out provisions in the reso- 
lution that its membership con- 
sist of ‘experts as appropriate”’ 
to facilitate the renewal of seri- 
Ous negotiations. 

Green told the committee that 
sponsors of the resolution were 
“expressing a universal desire 
and need.”” They were ‘deeply 
troubled” at the break down of 
disarmament discussions, he 
said, ang sought means of “‘re- 
vitalizing the negotiating ma- 
chinery.”’ 

Earlier Manuel Bisbe of Cuba 
noted that the balance sheet of 
disarmament hegotitions in the _ 
past year had been “the most 
negative one of recent years.”

Particularly disturbing in the 
newest batch of weapons, diplo- 
matic sources say, is the vast 
quantity of modern Czech .30- 
caliber rifles and machine guns. 
Castro forces could use such 
light weapons in guerrilla-type 
attacks and invasions against 
other Caribbean countries.

“All points of view in the 
Senate deserve to be heard, but 
once they have been heard, it 
is necessary and proper that the 
rules allow cloture to prevent 
defeat of sound legislation 
through the use of filibuster, 
Hocker asserted 

Progress in the preservation 
of constitutional rights canbe 
assured only through the elec- 
tion of Republicans to the Senate 
and House of Representatives, 
he declared. 

Blocked by Democrats. 

“Of 19 Senate votes, a major- 
ity of Democrats voted against 
civil rights 17 times,” Hocker 
Stated. ‘In 18 of 19 votes a 
majority of Republicans voted 
to advance equal opportunity 
under the law. 

“Similarly, Republicans 
supported and Democrats re- 
jected anti-poll tax bills, anti- 
lynch laws and other measures 
designed to guarantee the rights 
of individuals.

Eastern European 
speeches backing Cuba have been 
relatively mild. 

Josef Winiwicz of Poland said 
that in view of American inter- 
ventions in Cuba in 1906, 1912 
and 1917 it is no wonder that 
Cubans are nervous now. 

Silviu Brucan of Romania 
stressed the American role in 
the overthrow of the Arbenz 
government in Guatemala in 
1954. ‘“‘Everypbody knows what 
happened in Guatemala,” he 
said, citing United States news- 
paper sources on the fact that 
the revolution was supported by 
the United States. 

A failure of the U.N. to help 
Cuba now, Brucan said, would 
be a blow at the whole United 
Nations structure, perhaps fatal. 

Halim Budo of, Alhania de- 
clared United States aggression 
in Cuba “‘could be the prelude 
to a third world war.” 

United States diplomats said 
they were satisfied with this de- 
fense of Cuba by eastern Euro- 
peans. It was obvious, they 
said, that Cuba had attempted to 
obtain other support—and failed. 

The steering committee’s re- 
port agreeing to send Cuba's

Contrary to popular belief, 
stomach ulcers are fairly com- 
mon in young children, a North 
Dakota radiologist said yester- 
day at the Southern Medical As- 
sociation convention at Kiel Au- 
ditorium. 

Dr. Roger M. Berg of Bis- 
marck said his studies have 
shown that about 10 per cent of 
children who complain of stom- 
ach trouble are suffering from 
peptic ulcers. This disease is 
more common among children 
than either diabetes or rheumat- 
ic fever, he added. 

“Ten years ago no one would 
believe children could have ul- 
cers and even today some doc- 
tors refuse to believe it,” he 
asserted. “Yet I have seen ul- 
cers in a two-day old baby.” 

If these ulcers are found in 


when he becomes an adult, he 
emphasized. He added that evi- 
dence now indicates that most 


adult ulcer patients began suf- | 


fering from ulcers while very 
young. ‘ 

The symptoms of ulcers in a 
child under one year old are 
vomiting of blood, inability to 
eat properly and anemia, he 
said. For a child from one to 
five years of age, the symptoms 
@re anemia and failure to eat 
properly, he continued. 

For the school-age child, pain 
will be experienced with or im- 
mediately following a meal, he 
went on. This differs from the 
problems of an adult ulcer pa- 
tient, who receives relief through 
eating, he noted. 

Another speaker at the con- 
vention, which began Sunday and 
will continue through Thursday, 
was Dr. Basil I. Hirschowitz of 
the Medical College of Alabama 
University. 

He described an instrument he 
recently developed which he said 
has-aided greatly in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of duodenal 
ulcers. 

Known as the Hirschowitz 
Gastro-duodenal Fiberscope, the 
instrument permits a doctor to 
see into areas of the stomach and 
small intestine which were pre- 
viously obscure. Photographs 
and movies of the duodenum, the 
part of the small intestine next 
to the stomach, have been taken 
for the first time, he said. 

Through the added knowledge 
learned through this instrument, 
ulcers can be classified properly 
and necessary treatment can be 
prescribed, he asserted. 

Dr. Hirschowitz is the only 
physician currently using the 
fiberscope, but he said that it is 
now on the market and any doc- 
tor, with very little training, can 
use it. 

He noted that, until the fiber- 
scope was developed, the only 
glimpses physicians have had of 
the inside of a living patient’s 
stomach have been through a 
gastroscope, which requires a 
prolonged apprenticeship for us- 
age and is rather painful for the 
patient. 

The fiberscope, he explained, 
can be used without anesthesia 
and without painful after effects. 

Dr. J. Garber Galbraith, speak- 
ing at a symposium on cerebro- 
vascular disease, said that 
strokes can now often be treated 
to prevent any severe disability. 

By injecting dye into the blood 
vessels, the specific spot in the 
brain where an artery has been 
clogged can be found, he ex- 
plained. The surgeon can often 
remove the obstruction arid re- 
open the blood vessel, he said.

LUBBOCK, Tex., Nov. 1 (AP) 
—The president of the Baptist 
General Convention of Texas 
opened the Oorganization’s an- 
nual meeting last night with a 
strongly-worded statement 
against the election of a Roman 
Catholic as President. 

The Rev, Dr. M. B. Carroll of 
Dallas told about 5000 Baptists 
that the Vatican does not con- 
cur with what some of the out- 
standing members of the Roman 


States believe. 


He quoted from an editorial in 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vati- 
can newspaper, which said, “‘The 
political-social problem ' cannot 
be separated from religion be- 
cause it is a highly human prob- 
lem. . . . AS a Consequence, the 
church cannot remain aloof 
especially when politics touches 
the altar.” 

Dr. Carroll did not mention 
the name of Senator John F. 
Kennedy, Democratic candidate 
for President, who is a Roman 
Catholic. 


Kennedy has maintained 
throughout his campaign that he 
believes in complete separation 
of church and state. 


The minister defended the 
position. of many Baptists in 
their stand against a Catholic 
as President. He said: 


“‘The position of many Baptists 
is held with a spirit of main- 
taining precious liberties which 
could be lost and which could 
open the door to a trend which 
would forbid the preaching of 
the Gospel as we believe it. 


“The political campaign has 
merely given us an opportunity 
to point out the price of our 
religious freedom and the dan- 
ger we face of losing it.” 


Many ‘‘Amens”’ were heard in 
the Lu k Coliseum as Dr. 
Carroll. delivered his talk. 


Dr. Carroll, pastor of East 
Grand Baptist Church, chal- 
lenged the audience to be faith- 
ful to Christ “‘in the face of 
what was being said’*by men.” 


He said Baptist faithfulness 
calls for a spirit of sacrifice and 
dedication as never before. 

He said: 

“Today we Baptists are being 
grossly misunderstood in our 
convictions and our defense of 
ae gospel. 

“We remember the bloody his- 
tory of the evils of a state re- 
ligion . . . and the intimidation 
against our people where Roman 
Catholics control governments. 
We would be foolish to sell our 


cherished freedom in Christ and 
in a free state for political ex- 
pediency.”’ :

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PARK CONDEMNATION 
ORDINANCE REPEALED 


The condemnation ordinance 
for the Green’s Nursery property 
was repealed by the University 
City Council last night, but City 
Manager Charles T. Henry said 
that a portion of the land at 
Blackberry and Gay avenues 
may still be made into a park. 

Henry said the land's owners, 
Samuel Rich and Samuel Ladd, 
have agreed to sell a portion 
of the 18!4-acré tract to the city 
for park purposes. At a public 
hearing several months ago, 
Ladd said he wanted to sub- 
divide the property, but would 
agree to a park of seven acres. 

The City Council will discuss 
at next week's meeting whether 
the city should buy part of the 
land. Henry said.- Voters last 
month turned down a proposal 
to buy the whole 18% acres for 
$275,000. 

The land was originally con- 
demned for park purposes four 
years ago, but the city was 
never able to find the money to 
buy it. A controversy arose in 
the City Council earlier this 
year over whether a park was 
really needed there. 

In other action, an ordinance 
was introduced which would give 
the city manager power to ap- 
point members to the city's 
Land Clearance for Redevelop- 
ment Authority. The council 
would have to approve the ap- 
pointments, however | 

An ordinance which gave the 
mavor and city manager power 
to appoint the commissioners 
with consent of the council was 
repealed. | 

When the Land Clearance Au- 
thority was first authorized by 
the University City voters last 
spring, the city attorney said | 
the mayor had the power to ap- 
point the members. The council 
objected to this, however, and 
an opinion of State Attorney 
General John M. Dalton was 
sought. Dalton ruled that the 
city manager, not the mayor, 
had this power. 

An ordinance authorizing a 
reciprocal fire fighting agree-

Fighting District was given a 
first reading last night. Henry | 
said agreements with fire dis- | 
tricts to the south of the city | 
have previously been approved, 
but this would be the first with 
a district to the north of the 
city.

Question for Voters Is: Which Can-

ON TWO THINGS Vice President Richard M. Nixon and 
Senator John F. Kennedy are fully agreed—that foreign policy 


is the paramount issue in. the 
leadership is the first essential 
Actually, on some of the 
fundamental questions — for 
example, the maintenance of 
Western rights in Berlin—the 
two candidates take identical 
positions. On others, such as a 
yea test bar, the difference 
largely a matter of words 
rather than substance. 


Therefore the question which 
Nixon and Kennedy are posing 
for the voters is this: 

Which candidate can most 
effectively deal with the Com- 
munist challenge, marshal 
America’s intellectual, moral 
and industrial potential, give 
“light and leading” to the 
Western Alliance, handle with 
imagination and realism the 
problems of the emerging and 
neutralist. nations, and get 
congressional support for his 
policies? 

Presumably the voters’ judg- 
ment would be affected by the 
candidates’ discussion of the 
overriding problems which will 
face the next administration— 
the stresses within the North 
Atlantic Treaty Alliance, aid to 
the underdeveloped nations, 
United States policy toward 
Algeria, the role of the United 

Nations in Africa. 


Unfortunagely, the candidates 
have said little or nothing about 
these problems during the cam- 
paign. Almost by accident—by a 
question thrown at them in the 
television debates—they have al- 
lowed themselves to be diverted 
into the emotion-soaked areas of 
Quemoy and Matsu and Cuba. 
The offshore islands were not 
even in the news, and a decision 
was not pressing. Cuba is very 
much in the news, but the candi- 
dates have not been discussing 
policy but battling in the realm 
of allegation and undefined in- 
tention. 


QUEMOY AND MATSU: The 
uproar began in the second be- 
bate when Senator Kennedy said 
the islands were “‘not strategical- 
ly defensible,” and that while he 
did not suggest “‘withdrawal at 
the point of a Communist gun,” 
we should consult with the 
Chiang Kai-shek government “‘to 
work out a plan by which the 
(defense) line is drawn at the 
island of Formosa. 

Nixon straightaway retorted 
that principle was involved, and 
that he would not surrender ‘‘one 
inch of free territory’ to the 
Communists. 


By the third debate both men 
had retreated to the cover of the 
President’s policy which is em- 
bodied in the Formosa Declara- 
tion passed by Congress in Janu- 
ary, 1955. This states that the 
President can take military ac- 
tion to defend Quemoy and Mat- 
su if he decides an attack on 
them is directed at Formosa and 
the Pescadores. 


CUBA: Before the campaign 
heated up, Nixon conceded that 
five years ago the Administra- 
tion should have done something 
about the causes of the Castro 
revolution. For his part, Kenne- 
dy found no quarrel with the 
Administration’s easy-does-it pol- 
icy toward Premier Fidel Castro, 


What made the question ripe 
for campaign controversy was 
the quickening pace of Commu- 
nist influence. When the Ejisen- 
hower Administration announced 
the export embargo on all goods 
except food and medical sup- 
plies, Senator Kennedy called 
this a “dramatic but almost 
empty gesture” which would 
‘have virtually no effect by it- 
self in removing Communist 
rule from Cuba.” 


‘“‘We must attempt,”’ the Sena- 
tor said, ‘‘to strengthen the non- 
Batista democratic anti-Castro 
forces in exile, and in Cuba it- 
self, who offer eventual hope of 
overthrowing Castro.” 


Vice President Nixon declared 
such intervention would violate 
’ five treaties with Latin America, 
would lose us all our friends 
there, and “be an open inter- 
vention for (Soviet Premier) 
. Khrushchev to come in to Latin 
America and to engage us in 
what would be a civil war.” 

NUCLEAR TEST BAR: Ken- 
nedy would have the United 
States ‘“‘make one last effort’ to 
get Soviet agreement on an in- 
spected test bar before resuming 


presidential campaign and that 
in foreign policy. 
a reasonable time would be. 


FOREIGN AID: The question 
here is not the policy of the can- 
didates—both have been consist- 
ent supporters of foreign aid, and 
particularly economic assistance 
—but their influence in Congress. 
In the early years of the pro- 
gram, most Southern conserva- 
tives supported foreign aid, and 
many Republican conservatives 
opposed it. In the last four or 
five years this situation was re- 
versed as President Eisenhower 
managed to bring many of the 
Republican conservatives into 
line and as many Southerners be- 
came disenchanted with the pro- 
gram. 


AFRICA: Long before The 
Congo crisis impelled President 
Eisenhower to propose a pro- 
gram for United Nations action, 
Nixon and Kennedy had made 
recommendations for greater 
American aid to the emerging 
nations south of the Sdhara. 

On his return from an African 
tour in 1957, Nixon submitted a 
report to the President, in which 
he recommended United States 
support for sound loan applica- 
tions to the World Bank, the 
strengthening of United States 
missions in Africa, the dispatch 
of more technicians there, and 
the creation of a Bureau of Afri- 
can Affairs in the State Depart- 
ment under an assistant Secre- 
tary of State. 

In June 1959, Kennedy called 
for an increase in the technical 
aid program for Africa on the 
ground that most of the new na- 
tions had primitive economies 
and should concentrate first on 
increasing agricultural produc- 
tivity and diversifying one-crop 
economies. 

LATIN AMERICA: The Repub- 
licans contend that the Eisen- 
hower Administration has done 
more for Lativ Amerféa thanthe 
Roosevelt and*’Truman ‘Admin- 
istrations combined.

Sino-Soviet Accord? 


Dispatches from London suggest-that Mao 
Tse-tung’s price for an end to his ideological 
war with the Soviet Union may be nuclear 
arms. Mao is expected to lead a Communist 
Chinese delegation to Moscow for the anniver- 
sary celebrations of the Russian Revolution, 
and it is reported that he will press hard for 
atomic weapons for his country. This is a de- 
mand the Russians may not be able to ignore 
indefinitely. 

The recent message of Mao and three other 
top Chinese leaders to Premier Khrushchev 
fell just short of clearly terminating the dis- 
pute that has dominated Russian-Chinese rela- 
tions for months. The Soviet position has 
been that war with capitalistic countries is 
not inevitable, in part because nuclear weap- 
ons are so destructive that even “capitalist 
warmongers” will not resort to them. The 
Chinese have given the impression they be- 
lieve war is moreHkely and that they are less 


afraid of the consequences, having a popula-* 


tion of 650,000,000, than the Russians. 
o ie * 


Mao’s message to Khrushchev proclaimed 
the “monolithic solidarity” of the Russians 
and the Chinese and upheld the “eternal, in- 
violable, fraternal friendship” of the two peo- 
ples. Mao noted that the “imperialist coun- 
tries, headed by the United States of 
America, are declining,” which would seem 
to indicate a belief that Khrushchev is right— 
Communism can win without war. 

But Mao did not denounce war as a practi- 
cal meang of obtaining Marxist goals. One 
paragraph was apparently made deliberately 
obscure. This stated that if all socialist coun- 
tries “rally together even closer and intensify 
the struggle against imperialism” the in- 
trigues of imperialism will suffer greater de- 
feat. Mao obviously left room for bargaining. 

Whether the Russians present their Chinese 
friends with atomic weapons or not, the con- 
troversy again calls attention to the immense 
danger latent in the spread of nuclear arma- 
ments. If the Chinese make crystal clear 
their “belief” that Khrushchev’s non-war re- 
vision of Leninist theory is correct solely as 
a means of bargaining for atom bombs, it 
would be only proper to suspect that private- 
ly they retain their concept of the inevitability 
of war. Once armed with atoms, they ‘vould 
be a danger to the Soviet Union as well as to 
the free world, or so it would seem in their 
present mood of belligerence.

If the Russians refuse to supply the atomic 
weapons there seems to be little doubt that 
the Chinese Reds will obtain them anyway 
within the foreseeable future. The nuclear 
club is bound to grow in size as new and 
cheaper ways are found to produce atomic 
bombs. And this growth will feed upon itself. 
Should it become known that Red China has 
atomic weapons, particularly if they were 
supplied by the Russians, it could be expected 
that Chiang Kai-shek would demand similar 
weapons for Formosa from the United States. 
And so it would go. 

These prospects increase the pressure for 
a disarmament plan. The longer the arms 
race continues the more difficult it will be 
to stop it. A workable control system would 
end the spread of nuclear weapons because 
the have-nots, like China, would not feel the 
necessity for competing. That might really 
convince Mao that war is in truth not in- 
evitable. 


Berkeley, Keep Out 


Circuit Judge Fred E. Mueller has delivered 
a blunt rebuke to Berkeley’s annexation of 
Lambert-St. Louis airport and McDonnell 
Aircraft Corp. In voiding the annexation, 
Judge Mueller suggests in judicial language 
what most citizens of this area have thought 
all along — that Berkeley was attempting a 
tax grab. . 

Cities do have a right to extend their tax 
bases by annexation, as the Judge recognized. 
But such annexations should not be auto- 
matic; instead, they should be reasonable. 


‘In this case, Judge Mueller found, Berkeley 


had done nothing to attract business to the 
annexed area, it could not consider the area 
a logical expansion of its own growth, and 
it could not even offer the area services or 
benefits which St. Louis county had not sup- 
plied before annexation. 

“It would be unjust,” said Judge Mueller, 
“to permit Berkeley to reap where it had not 
sown.” At Lambert field, the City of St, Louis 
and the Federal Government did most of 
the sowing, while St. Louis county helped 
with the cultivating. But the harvest was in- 
tended for all of Metropolitan St. Louis, not 
for so small a part of it as Berkeley. That 
overly ambitious municipality must, as Judge 
Mueller ruled, keep out. 


Plowing Under the Past 


Of all the oddities dredged up in the course 
of the presidential campaign none exceeds in 
interest the new-found Republican affection 
for Henry Agard Wallace. Does anyone re- 
member when Henry Wallace symbolized the 
“socialistic absurdities” of the New Deal? In 
those days, only a generation ago, a good 
many Republicans thought the major differ- 
ence between Mr. Wallace and Karl Marx 
was that Mr. Wallace was a bubblehead. 

Now all that is changed. An official publi- 
cation of the Republican National Committee 


reprints a newspaper interview with Mr. Wal-: 


lace in which the former Secretary of Agri- 
culture and former Vice President. says Sena- 
tor Kennedy’s farm proposals “would in- 
crease the price of food to the consumer by 
50 per cent or would bring a 25 per cent de- 
crease‘in the nation’s food supply.” In an- 
other interview, Mr. Wallace saw retail food 
prices increasing 25 per cent under the Ken- 
nedy plan, and he saw Vice President Nixon’s 
farm program as logical and statesmanlike, 
if. not very specific. We find it fascinating 
that the Republicans should have adopted in 
1960 a man who in 1948 ran for President 
under the Progressive party label. 


Belgians in The Congo 

Belgian interests, official or unofficial, are 
still active in stirring ‘up dissension in the 
hapless Congo. It is easy enough to do in this 
country of antagonistic tribes, but it makes 
the action of the-Belgian nationals the more 
reprehensible, Three Belgians posing as trad- 
ers and a white Rhodesian were caught t 
ing an offensive by Baluba tribesmen in 
Kasai province. Their objective, according to 
the United Nations command, was to plunge 
Kasai, the separatist “mining state,” into civil 
war. The U.N. linked the four Europeans with 


Albert Kalonji, tribal chief who proclaimed 
his own state shortly after The Congo be- 
came independent. 

The incident brought an immediate reac- 
tion from the Soviet delegation in the United 
Nations, The Russians asked Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag Hammarskjold to report quickly on 
what the U.N. is doing to suppress “the sub- 
versive activities of Belgian agents” in The 
Congo. They pointed out the Security Council 
has called for a complete withdrawal of Bel- 
gian troops. The Russians are naturally sen- 
sitive on this point, having béen frustrated 
in The Congo, but they are right in insisting 


that the Belgians abide strictly by U.N. decrees. | 


Mr. Hammarskjold should do everything pos- 
sible to see that individual Belgians, who 
know the country and the people, are pre- 
vented from frustrating the U.N. if they can- 
not be persuaded to assist it. 


Judges in the County 

Two of the eight seats on the circuit court 
bench in St. Louis county will be filled next 
Tuesday in frankly political elections. Ena- 
bling bills permitting -the county to come 


under the Nonpartisan Court Plan were killed 


in the last Legislature by patronage-hungry 
political spoilsmen who see nothing wrong 
in mixing politics with justice. 


Fortunately for county voters, they have 
an opportunity to re-elect an outstanding 
judge in Division 3. Judge Noah Weinstein 
happens to be a Democfat, but his candidacy 
is supported by more than 1000 lawyers of 
both parties who put judicial competence 
ahead of political advantage. His Republican 
opponent, Robert J. Callahan, is a young man 
who has practiced law in St. Louis for about 
12 years. 


Judge Weinstein, 54, has been especially 
interested in problems ®f domestic relations 
and juveniles. While sitting as judge of the 
domestic relations court in 1959 he instituted 
Missouri’s first plan of voluntary marriage 
counseling. He has served as chairman of 
several organizations dealing with juvenile 
problems. Last year the Missouri Association 
for Social Welfare presented him with its an- 
nual award for outstanding service in the 
field of welfare. We hope county voters re- 
turn him to another six-year term on the cir- 
cuit bench where he has served with so 
much distinction. 


In Division 4 we recommend the election 
of Republican Gerald L. Seegers over Magis- 
trate Joseph W. Murphy, a run-of-the-mine 
politician who has been laboring in the Dem- 
ocratic vineyards for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Fifteen years ago Magistrate Murphy 
served an undistinguished term in the Legis- 
lature from the city’s Sixteenth District. 

Mr. Seegers, 50, is a former city attorney 
of Rock Hill and former secretary of the 
County League of Municipalities. He enjoys 
a good reputation for personal integrity. He 
advocates joint trial of defendants particirat- 
ing in the same crime and steps to clear up 
the backlog of cases on the Circuit Court 
docket. He promises to determine whether 
docketing practices can be improved to pro- 
vide for more even distribution. This would 
lead to early case settings. 

We hope this is the last election in the 
county in which judges must run as political 
candidates and be subjected to partisan 
pressures. This is clearly not in the public 
interest, and the two major parties ought to 
take the lead in giving the people of the 
county an opportunity to vote on adopting 
the Nonpartisan Court plan. — 


Away From Intervention 


Senator Kennedy has explained what he 
meant by earlier statements about helping 
anti-Castro Cubans. In doing so he has freed 
himself from implications of risky unilateral 
intervention. 


The Democratic presidential candidate 
said, on “Meet the Press,” that he wished 
only to encourage those who- hoped to re- 
store democracy in Cuba. He spoke in terms 
of moral encouragement, and of information 
broadcasts which are now lacking. He did 
not mention arms aid. He stated explicitly 
that he would respect our treaties affecting 
Latin America and reject unilateral inter- 
vention. 

Since the Democratic candidate has clari- 
fied his position, the Republican candidate 
should wish to do so. Especially, Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon should retreat from his state- 
ment that in Cuba “we can do what we did 
in Guatemala.” What the United States did in 
Guatemala six years ago amounted to promot- 
ing a revolt. How can Mr. Nixon hold to this 
policy toward Cuba when the Eisenhower 
Administration is publicly against it? 

Unfortunately, both Mr. Nixon and the 
Administration are now tied to the new eco- 
nomic embargo against Cuba, since Mr. Nixon 
was permitted to announce it. That embargo, 
as Adlai Stevenson has said, may help Castro 
with the Cuban people more than it hinders 
him, and push Cuba further into the Soviet 
orbit. The embargo’s domestic political ef- 
fect seems better calculated than its effect 
on Cuba. Voters will suspect such a mixture 
of politics with foreign policy. 


Too Abominable to Be Found? 


Scientists of Soviet Russia appear to have 
been stimulated by the news of Sir Edmund 
Hillary’s 20-man expedition. which is spend- 
ing the next nine months searching the Hima- 
layas for the somewhat legendary Abomi- 


nable Snowman. The leader of a Soviet expe- 


dition into the Pamirs withdrew last Febru- 
ary after expressing scant hope of solving the 
“fascinating riddle” of “the inscrutable 
snowman.” : ¢ 

But now other Soviet scientists, taking note 
of Hillary’s zeal, have cast a new light on the 
enigmatic anthropoidal creature. Some of 


. them have returned from a Gobi desert locali- 


ty whose name means “Abominable Snowman 
Town.” They found what was reputed to be 
lairs of Abominable Snowmen of 60 years 
ago. Other Soviet scientists found a ritual 
Buddhist mask in a Moscow museum. It 
dated back 150 years and apparently came 
from Tibet via Mongolia.

Lincoln said his opponent’s argu- 
ment had worn thin, and stenographers 
inserted “laughter” and “uproarious 
Jaughter and applause” as he built up 
to this earthy line—“Is not that run- 
ning his popular sovereignty down 
awfully (laughter)? Hag it not got 
down as thin as the homeopathic soup 
that was made by boiling the shadow 
of a pigeon that has, starved to deatH? 
(roars of laughter and cheering).” - 

Lincoln emphasized a point by berd- 
ing knees and body with a sudden 
downward jerk, and then shooting up 
again vehemently to tiptoes, makitig 
him looking even taller than his ‘six 
foot four — a trick he fortunatel 
dropped later on. : 


Messrs. Nixon and Kennedy could, of 
course, try that trick. 

Even better, perhaps, would ‘be fo 
emulate another Lincoln characteristic 
recalled (in 1907) by Schurz: “A tone. 
of earnest truthfulness, of elevated, 
noble. sentiment, and of kindly sym- 
pathy which (became) . ... when he 
touched upon the moral side @f the 
question in debate, powerfully ‘gapres- 
sive.” * 

Even when Lincoln used ridicule or 
satire, he recalled, ‘“‘there was $till a 
certain something in his utterangé 
which made his hearers feel that-these 
thrusts came from a reluctant Beart, 
and that he would much rather *have 
treated his foe as a friend.”

On Neither Side. 


Black is in the most unusual 
position of any, for one hears 
occasional discussion of his cap- 
abilities by prominent members 
of each party. Personally, Black 
sees himself more a Democrat 
than a Kepublican because, as a 
native and former resident of 
Georgia, he used to vote for that 


party. 

But he has cast his ballot for 
Republicans more than once— 
including—the last time. In his 
world bank job he cannot vote, 
a fact re-insured by his resi- | 
dence in Washington. 

Black is wholly non-conten- 
tious, in terms of politics. He 
has a high reputation with Con- 
gress, a fact Senator Kennedy 
considers essential for any Sec- 
retary of State 


His name is not linked with 
any particular geographical 
area as are the names of Dillon 
and Bruce with Europe or 
Bowles with Asia. And he is es- 
teemed by such widely separat- 
ed figures as Tito, Nasser or 
Pakistan’s President Ayub. 

On the whole, one may say 
that the futurity lists for this all- 
important post look promising. 
That is good news because, un- 
fortunately, the foreign policy 
arguments of the presidential 
candidates have sometimes been 
bad news. 

Too often they have shown 
more eagerness to speak swiftly 
and score debating points than 
to demonstrate wisdom and re- 
straint. They have shifted from 
intricate island-hopping contests 
to claims as to who can best 
deal with Khrushchev or Castro. 

Neither should be a matter for 
serious consideration in an Am- 
erican election. It is therefore 
consoling to feel assured that 
we are likely to have a first- 
class Secretary of State during 
the difficult months ahead.

As Montgomery Ward's chief 
executive he fought the. Federal 
Government in 1944 and finan- 
cier Louis E. Wolfson in 1955. 

In 1944, Mr. Avery defied the 
War Labor Board's intervention 
in a Montgomery Ward dispute 
with a CIO union. On April 26, 
1944, Government officals, 
backed by troops, occupied 
Ward property in Chicago, but 
Mr. Avery sat defiantly. in his 
office. The next day two sol- 
diers entered his office, picked 
him up and deposited him in 
the street outside. 

Pictures of Mr. Avery, immac- 
ulately groomed and apparently 
unruffled, being carried by two 
soldiers were among the most 
widely circulated news photos 
of the decade. 


Two weeks later the contro- 
versy was settled, the govern- 
ment relinquished Ward control 


and Mr, Avery was back on the | 


job. 

His next big fight and his 
last—was a successful defense 
in 1955 against Wolfson’s eight- 
month campaign to wrest con- 
trol of the firm from him. Mr. 
Avery won. But a few months 
later he resigned as board chair- 
man. In 1959, seriously ill with 
a cancerous tumor, he severed 
his last connection with Ward 
management, 

Mr. Avery took over direction 
of the firm in 1931 when it was 
slipping toward bankruptcy. He 
was recruited by J. P. Moragn 
& Co., ‘which held a substantial 
interest in the company. 

Mr. Avery's first triumph in 
business came in 1905 when he 
became president of United 
States Gypsum .Co. after only 
four years with the firm. From

4. A report published by the 
Buffalo Evening News that 
Buffalo and Dallas-Fort Worth 
will be granted National 
League franchises in an expan- 
sion move to 12 teams in 
December. 


Two-Year Pact for Dark. 


Dark, veteran National League 
infielder who sparked the Giants 
to N.L. pennants in New York in 
1951 and 1954, and later played 
with the St. Louis Cardinals, the 
Chicago Cubs and the Phila- 
delphia Phillies as well as the 
Braves, signed a two-year con- 
tract to succeed Tom (Clancy) 
Sheehan as San Francisco man- 
ager. Sheehan, who’ll return to 
scouting, took over. when Bill 
Rigney was fired in June. 

At the same time the Braves 
soft-pedaled rumors that short- 
stop Johnny Logan would be 
traded because of the acquisi- 
tion of Rodgers from the Giants. 
The Braves also gave scout Wid 
Matthews permission to look 
around for a new job. 
Greenberg confirmed his in-

Stengel, recently fired by the 
New York. Yankees after win- 
ning another pennant, said he 
had four offers from baseball 
clubs and would take several 
weeks to reach his decision. 
Greenberg heads a syndicate 
that is acquiring the Los An- 
geles franchise. As a_ vice 
president of the Chicago White 
Sox, he owns approximately 20 
per cent of that club’s stock, 
which he will dispose of shortly 
after the American League’s 
next meeting Nov. 17. 

Veeck Denies Any Role. 
Greenberg said that his asso- 
ciate in the White Sox operation, 
Bill Veeck, isn’t involved in the 
acquisition of the Los Angeles 
franchise, “‘and I doubt if Bill 
will leave Chicago.”

Fell Off His Horse

TALL, DISTINGUISHED, soberly clad in a gray flannel 
suit, the man who used to be The Lone Ranger gazed at me 
with sober gray flannel eyes. I had caught him with his mask 
down. 

Harold Oldenkamp does 
not wear a mask ‘these 
days because it might be 
bad for business. He is 
an executive of Martin 
Senour in Los Angeles, the 
firm which makes paint. 

Harold quit horsing 
around with his Indian 
pal, Tonto, almost a quar- 
ter of.a century ago. As 
the original Lone Ranger, 
he burst into fame in 1935, 
when a radio station in 
Detroit began to broad- 
cast ‘the prairie tales 
of that sagebrush Don 
Quixote. 

To be exact, the first 
Lone Ranger was really 
two men. An actor called 
McKenzie supplied the 
voice that thrilled radio 
listeners. Harold Olden- 
kamp supplied the body. 

It happened thisaway: 

The Lone Ranger was so popular on radio, it was decided 
that the public should see him in the flesh. But there was a 
snag. McKenzie, the voice of the masked rider, had a terrible 
secret, And just one public appearance would have re- 
vealed it. ‘ 

He was scarcely more than five feet high. 

In fact, The Lone Ranger probably could not have 
mounted his. famous steed, Silver, without a ladder. 

One day, the little man who was the scourge of the West 
met Harold Oldenkamp. Harold was 6 feet 2 inches tall. The 
Voice was impressed, and asked Harold to be his body. 

The job offered plenty of wampum, and for two years Mr. 
Oldenkamp toured the theaters, disguised as The Lone Ranger. 
With him went Tonto. 


Tonto was an Englishman called Michael Todd. 
Over the air waves he called the masked rider “Keemo 
sabe” and spoke long, involved sentences like “White 
man speaks with forked tongue” in a British accent 
which listeners thought was pure Indian.

On the stage he merely squatted beside a fake fire and 
stared ‘solemnly into its crepe paper flames while his paleface 
brother, mounted on Silver, performed simple equestrian 
tricks. :

THE OPPORTUNITY to take a 
finesse constitutes a temptation 
which some declarers cannot re- 
sist. There is no question that 
the finesse frequently gains de- 
clarer a vital trick, and hence is 
a valuable implement to use, but 
there are times when taking a 
finesse can do more harm than 
good 


Examine this hand. South is 
in four hearts and gets a club 
lead. He wins with the ace and 
plays the queen of hearts. West 
plays low. The question is 
whether South should finesse. 

First, let’s see what happens 

in this deal if declarer decides 

to finesse against the missing 
king. East wins and returns a 
spade. West takes the A-O. leads 
another spade which East ruffs, 
and South is down one.

declarer does not finesse. He 
goes up with the ace and re- 
turns a heart. East wins the 
king, and the defenders are now 
exhausted of trumps.

Hands of this type feature an 
important principle. The declar- 
er’s primary consideration in 
practically all deals is to make 
the contract. This goal takes 
precedence over the secondary 
question of how to win the great- 
est number of tricks in a given 
suit. 

Obviously, if the problem here 
were solely to avoid a heart 
loser, the finesse would be the 
proper play.

AIRING YOUR HOME: Unusual comfort is promised 
by a new device called an automatic air purifier. It removes 
cooking, smoking gnd other odors, washes dust and pollen 
from indoor air, and has the effect of airing out the house 
every 40 minutes. And it also humidifies in winter. The 
device intercepts all air passing through heating or cooling 
ducts and filters it by means of a special liquid. A humidi- 
stat automatically adds moisture to air to relieve the dryness 
that causes discomfort and may also damage house struc- 
ture and furnishings. Cost of the unit depends upon size of 
house and work needed to connect it to ductwork. It may 
be installed in some cases for as little as $250. 


MODERNIZING THE BICYCLE: Designed to go on new 
bicycles and also to be added to existing ones, a new brake- 
gear unit provides two shifts for easier pedaling and adds 
power braking as well. And it does so without handlebar 
controls, cable controls, or caliper-type brakes. The entire 
mechanism is contained in a bicycle hub such as is used for 
a regular bike coaster brake. Switching from one shift to 
another—low for starting and hill-climbing, high for cruising 
—is accomplished simply by back-pedaling two inches. When 
the brake is applied, regardless of which shift you're in, the 
unit uses the gear ratio of the low-speed shift, halving the 
pedal pressure you have to apply. 


PICKETS FOR PRIVACY: If you have—or plan to 
install—chain link fencing, new do-it-yourself aluminum 
pickets can add privacy and improved appearance and 
screen out any unpleasant view. Available in baked-enamel 
colors, precut to the proper-length, they’re edsy to install 
in the diagonal valleys of a chain-link fence. You simply 
press them into place and a locking feature holds them 
securely. You can use different colors to obtain pattern 
effects. The colors have the durability of the enamels used 
on household appliances and the pickets can’t rust, rot or 
warp. - 


IN BRIEF: Something new, if you’d like to have low- 
cost extra sleeping space in a small area, is a two-sleeper, 
wall-mounted folding bunk bed.

Q.—WE ARE DECORATING our home and so far have 
offwhite wall-to-wall carpeting, draw draperies of violet and 
walls and ceilings painted white with a touch of lavender in 
the paint.

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Many Wild West Heroes Actually Scoundrels 


The world of the Wild West 
is an odd world, consistent 
in its own cockeyed way, 
and complete with a history, 
an ethic, a language, wars, 
a@ geography, a code, and a 
costume. The history is com- 
pounded of lies, the ethic 
was based on evil, the wars 
were fought by gangs of 
greedy gunmen. Yet ° this 
sinful world is the most 
popular ever to be described 
to an American audience. 
Let’s look at some of its he- 
roes. This is from “The Best 
From American Heritage.”

JAMES BUTLER HICKOK 
died on the afternoon of Aug. 2, 
1876, on the main street of Dead- 
wood in the Dakota Territory, 
when in the midst of a poker 
game a bullet fired by Jack Mc- 
Call plowed through the back of 
his head. When he died, he held 
two pairs—aces and eights —a 
legendary combination known 
ever since as “‘the dead man’s 
hand.” 

Was he brave? His most crit- 
ical biographer has said fear 
“was simply a quality he 
lacked.” 

Was he handsome? ‘The hand- 
somest man west of the Missis- 
sippi.”’ 

Was he gallant? His morals 
were “‘much the same as those 
of Achilles, King David and 
Lancelot.” _ 

Could he shoot? Once in Solo- 
mon, Kan., a pair of murderers 
fled from him., “One was run- 
ning up the street and the other 
down the street in the opposite di- 
rection. Bill fired at both men 
“eo ata and killed them 


Was. he a sure-enough killer? 
Once he was asked how many 
white men he had killed. Wild 
Bill reflected: “I suppose I have 
killed considerably over 100.” 


In August 1869 Hickok was 
elected sheriff of Ellis County, 
Kan., to fill an unexpired term. 
He failed of re-election in No- 
vember and left town in a hurry. 


In April 1871 he was appointed 
marshal of Abilene. Wild Bill 
slung two six-guns at his hips; 
he thrust a knife in the red sash 
he affected. In this fashion, he 
occasionally patroled the streets. 


But only occasionally. Most 
hours of most evenings he could 
be found at the Alamo, gambling 
with the cowboys, or in Abilene’s 
red-light district, 


Matters came to a head on 
the night of Oct. 5. A bunch 
of cowboys had been hurrahing 
the town, and Hickek warned 
them to quiet down. Back in 
the Alamo at his poker table, 
Wild Bill heard someone fire a 
shot. He plunged out to con- 
front a Texan named Phil Coe. 
Some say Coe’s gun was 
already back in its holster, 
some that it was in his hand. 
Whichever the case, Hickok 
felled Coe, and then, when he 
heard someone running toward 
him, plugged his own deputy, 
in a typical exhibition of cool- 
ness, calm and nerve. He was 
relieved of his official duties 
six weeks later. 


After that he joined Buffalo 
Bill Cody’s stock company for a 
time, and later galloped into 
Deadwood with a retinue inc!ud- 
ing Calamity Jane. A little more 
than a month later Jack McCall 
shot him. 

What more fitting for such a

AT JESSE JAMES’S funeral 
his mother moaned, “Oh, my 
generous, noble-hearted Jesse. 
Oh, why did they kill my poor 
boy who never wronged any- 
body, but helped them and fed 
them with the bread that shbduld 
go to his orphans?” 

Her poor, generous boy was 
the leader of a gang who in 15 
years held up 11 banks, seven 
trains, three stages, one county 
fair, and one payroll messenger, 
in the process looting some 
$200,000 and killing at least 16 
men. 

Jesse’s deification ‘proceeded 
along the routine lines laid down 
by the Police Gazette, but in 
his case a unique attribute was 
added, one guaranteed to in- 
flame the partisan passions bred 
of the Civil War. For Jesse 
symbolized the gallant Rebel, 
ground down beneath the boot 
of the victorious Yankee oppres- 
sor, and such was the potency 
of the bogus magic that his 
death kept the sovereign state 
of Missouri in an uproar for an 
entire decade. 


Jesse grew up in an atmos- 
phere of hate. Missouri men 
rode across the line into Kan- 
sas to cast fraudulent votes 
they hoped would make Kan- 
sas a slave state; Kansas men 
resisted. There was a whole 
generation of teen-age toughs 
living on the border of Kan- 
sas, all of them itching to 
start a fight. 

All became bushwhackers 
(Confederate irregulars), most 
of them serving under William 
C. Quantrill, the psychopathic 
turncoat and killer. Jesse 
James and Jim Younger were 
at the Centralia (Mo.) mas- 
sacre when more than 200 
Federal soldiers were shot 
down, many of them prison- 
ers. Jesse, at 17, is credited 
with killing: the commander. 


With the end of the war, the 
James and Younger brothers 
hitched together a gang of hooli- 
gans that went right on robbing 
and killing. In between robberies 
and murders, they occupied 
themselves variously.

WYATT EARP AND BAT 
MASTERSON are two of the 
regnant super-heroes of the tele- 
vised Wild West.

The legend tells us that Mar- 
shal Earp joined forces with 
Bat to clean up Dodge City, 
Kan., “the wickedest little city in 
America.”” So much accom- 
plished, Marshal Earp turned 
his attention to pacifying Tomb- 
stone, Ariz., while Sheriff Mas- 
terson proceeded to stamp out 
sin in the mining camps of Colo- 
rado, 

Earp told his biographer that 
in Dodge City he appointed Bat 
as one of his deputies, and he 
also asserted he was paid $250 
a month, plus a fee of $2.50 for 
each arrest, He and his deputies 
one month arrested nearly 400 


persons, 

According to the town records, 
Earp was never marshal of 
Dodge. He served two terms as 
assistant marshal and during the 
month he said there were 400 
arrests, he was not a peace of- 
ficer at all. He himself was ar- 
rested that month for brawling 
with a dance-hall girl. 


Bat Masterson badly wanted 
a star, so he decided to run 
for sheriff. His technique was 
simplicity itself: he bought an 
interest in the Lone Star Dance 
Hall to acquire respectability. 
He was elected by a three-vote 
margin, He started off in high 
gear by catching some would- 
be train robbers, But as the 
months wore on, like Earp he 
whiled away his evening hours 
as.a professienal gambler. He 
was walloped in his bid for re- 
election. 


Earp had already turned in his 
star and gone to Tombstone to 
follow the silver strike. He was 


dead before then, shot in the not, as the legend has it, a

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United States marshal et that 
time. 

His trouble began on the night 
of March 15, 1881, when a stage- 
coach left Tombstone carrying 
eight passengers and a quantity 
of bullion, Bandits attempted to 
hait the coach, and failed, but in 
the process, killed the driver and 
one passenger.

After a couple 
of minutes, three of the Clantons 
were dead, 

Friends of the slain took mat- 
ters into their own hands. Mor- 
gan Earp, another brother of 
Wyatt, was picked off in the 
middie of a billiard game, and 
Wyatt took off in pursuit of the 
killers. 

He rode and he rode, but he 
never came back. 

Bat, who had hustled back to 
Dodge City to help his younger 
brother Jm, got into shooting 
trouble, and both were ordered 
out of town. Like a cat, Bat 
landed on his feet in Trinidad, 
Colo., where in addition to run- 
ning a gambling concession he 
appears to have been appointed 
a peace officer. 

« But the trail led down from 
glory. In 1890 he was ordered to 
leave Denver, and went to New 
York where he was at Once ar- 
rested. But such was the magic 
of the Wild West legend that 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
appointed Masterson a deputy 


United States marshal. The term | 


was brief, and he was put out 
to pasture as a sports writer for 
the New York Morning Tele- 
graph. He died at his desk in 
1921, 


BILLY THE KID is less in- 


teresting as a human being than 
as a sort of Rorschach ink blot 
by which one may elicit fan- 
tasies and so study. their inven- 
tors. It is safe to say that at 
least a thousand writers have 
used him as a vessel into which 
to pour their passions and pre- 
judices; but it is likely that no 
two portraits of him jibe. 

He killed for the first time 
when he was 17. There followed 
some gambling and horse steal- 
ing. He was next a principal in 
the celebrated Lincoln County 
War, an affair which went on 
for more than a year. For the 
rest of his brief life he was an 
outlaw, a hunted man. 

He stole some more livestock. 
He killed. Caught near Stinking 
Springs, he was sentenced to be 
hanged. There were two mea 
guarding the jail, but the Kid 
got hold of a gun, killed them 
both, and fled again. 

One brightly moonlit night 
Sheriff Pat Garrett killed the 
Kid who was not yet 22. 

The first book to follow the 
Kid's death was subtitled, ‘The 
history of an outlaw who killed, 
a man for every year in hi" 
life.” The number of his killing : 
mounted steadily. A play about, 
him opened in 1906 and ran for 
years. Hollywood brought ow 
some 20 movies about him. 

He is the most imperishable 
of our folk heroes. Under his 
name there will always appea) 
a figure freshly refurbished to 
embody the hero who. appropri- 
ately symbolizes the need of 
the hour.

Diabetes and Pre gnancy 


. Dear Dr. Molner: 


I WOULD APPRECIATE something about. pre-diabetics 
in pregnancy. After three normal pregnancies, I have had 
three miscarriages at three months. After the third it was 
found that I was a pre-diabetic, but I am not sure whether 
this could have caused the miscarriages. M.S.M. 


THE “PRE-DIABETIC” condition requires a bit of ex- 


. planation. Ordinarily, it is not strictly possible to say that 


@ person is a “‘pre-diabetic.” Either the condition is present, 
or it isn’t—although, to be sure, there are mild cases and 
severe Cases. 

However, in pregnancy, there is an added physiological 
burden placed on the body. Sometimes, at that time, a 
diabetic state appears. After the pregnancy, the individual’s 
sugar tolerance may return to normal, in which case diabetes 
is not present. 

It must be admitted, that such individuals are quite 
likely, although not certain, to deyelop real diabetes eventu- 
ally, perhaps quite some years Cater. As you can see, 
calling the temporary condition in pregnancy a case of being 
a “prediabetic” is not necessarily a strictly true statement, 
but there are enough of them in which it ultimately proves 
true to give a reasonable basis for using the term. 

For the specific question: Yes, it is quite possible that 
this diabetic condition during pregnancy can cause repeated 
miscarriages. 


The use of insulin in treating this “‘temporary 
diabetes” just as you would treat a regular case of 
diabetes, is certainly to be strongly recommended. 
Many women have achieved successful pregnancy by 
this means after having had miscarriages before such 
treatment was instituted.

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Project Apollo--Crew

A NEW NAME has flashed 
across the astronautical horizon 
to bring with it hope for our 
space aspirations of the future. 

In guarded language, out Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration is releasing infor- 
mation concerning Project 
Apollo, a major man-in-space ad- 
vance that might become opera- 
tional by 1966. With it may come 
the breakthrough in manned 
flight. This project is being 
geared to overlap Project Mer- 
cury, which is scheduled to run 
through 1962. 

Objective of the new project 
is to support at least three men 
in space for periods ranging 
from two weeks to two months 
as a space station circling the 


earth or for shorter periods on a— 


circumlunar mission. 
The “Building Block” technique 


critical component will be the 
command central module. The 
other two would serve as a pro- 
pulsion module and a mission 
module. 

George M. Low, chief of 
NASA's manned space flight pro- 
gram, indicates that the com- 
mand module “would house the 
crew during launch and re-entry 
of flight; it would also serve as 
the flight control center for the 
remainder of the mission.” He 
also anticipates that this module 
would “‘be identical for both cir- 
cumlunar. and earth-orbital mis- 
sions.”” This central module 
could also be employed as an 
earth orbiting laboratory to exe- 
cute many needed studies of the 
space environment. 

The mission module would con- 
tain instruments developed for 
specific research tasks. 

The research and development 
phases of this project with the 
inauguration of prototype flights 
will begin in 1962 and end in 
1965. The full scale spacecraft 
will be flown in 1966.

space is being planned in the 
early discussion stages. In the 
Mercury Project it is contem- 
plated that the full pressure 
suit will be worn during the 
short orbiting times of the cap- 
sule. However, in the new 
project at least for certain pe- 
riods of flight, a “‘shirt sleeve”’ 
environment is planned to per- 
mit maximum comfort for the 
three-man crew. The keeping 
of a three-man crew happy, 
alert and capable of fulfilling 
a mission that may last for 
two months represents a tre- 
mendous challenge to the sci- 
entific community but the 
NASA planning group believes 
this to be an important facet 
of the problem. 


At this time the greatest handi- 
cap facing the project is the lack 
of suitable launching vehicles. 
Early tests plan the use of the 
Atlas Agena-B with the capabili-
